'the history of the ring is considered, it 
Is hardly to be wondered at Uiat a su- 
'perstitiouB people prefer to give it a 
:wicle berth. According to the etory 
that is told of It, the ring was made fox 
King Alfonso XII., the father of the 
present king of Spain. Alfonso pre- 
,sented It to his cousin, Mercedes, on 
;the day of their betrothal. How short 
her married life was all know; and on. 
her death, the Icing presented the ring 
to his grandmother, Queen Christina. 
Shortly afterwards Queen Christina 
died, and the king gave tihe ring to liia 
sister, the Infanta del Pilar, who died

ter of the Due do Montpensier, In less

The friends of Mr. "Will Waller -were 


greatly shocked this 'morning by the 
news that death's summons had come 
to him very suddenly during the night. 
To all appearances-he was enjoying his 
usual good health' yesterday, being at 
his office on Second 'street, during the 
daj. 
In the evening ho was down 


street, leaving Fisher & Streioh's drag 
store about 9 o'clock for home. 


Mr. Waller, with his father and 


mother, were sitting in the room read- 
ing about 10 o'clock, when his father, 
having occasion to speak to him, no- 
ticed that something was wrong. Drs. 
Kline and Haldormuu wore at once 
summoned, and it was found that Will 
•was suffering from a stroke of paraly- 
sis. His left side was first affected, 
and finally his entire body. Ho only 
spoke once or twico after the attack. 
He apparently suffered great pain. The 
end came about one o'clock this morn- 
ing. 


Mr. Waller was 47 years old. He 


was born in a house on the opposite 
side of the street from the one in which 
ho died, March 3, 1849. He received 
his education in the public schools of 
this city and later studied law with the 
late Ool. Oscar F. Mooro and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1873. He has 
practised law in this city since, with 
the exception of four years spent in his 
father's hardware store and four years 
in the post-office under W. K. Thomp- 
son. In April 1895, he was elected 
justice of the peace on the Republican 
ticket and was serving out his term to 
the general satisfaction of the public. 
Mr. Waller in his early years was n, 
Democrat and was an, uusuccessfuLcan- 
didate for prosecuting attorney on that 
ticket at one time. 


Mr. Waller was a prominent member 


of the local K. of P. lodge and took an 
active part in its proceedings. He 
was an earnest and sincere Christian 
gentleman. For many years he was a 
member of All Saints Episcopal church.. 
He was for a time one of the vestry- 
men of Christ church and superintend- 
ent of the Sunday school of that 
church. 
For the past year he has been 


superintendent of the Sunday school at 
the mission chapel of All Saints church 
in the East End. 


Mr. Waller was rather reserved in 


manner, but when once his acquaintance 
was made, ho was one of the most gen- 
ial and companionable of men, always 
courteous and obliging and thoughtful 
of others. 
Ho had many friends. 


Mr. Waller was unmarried. 
Of the immediate family who sur- 


vive, there are his parents, Hon. Geo. 
A. Waller and wife, Miss Clara Waller, 
Rev. Harry D. Waller, of Flushing, X. 
Y., and George A, Waller, Jr.

Contractor JKelley, who has a contract 
for paving the street from Front to 
Second, would not agree to the change 
of plans, which would reduce his pay 
materially.

said that he would oppose the improve 
ment on tho ground that it would 
necessitate new ordinances and con- 
tracts, would delay the paving of 
Market street several weeks, 
and 


probably involve the city in litigation 
with sonic property owners who were 
not in favor of it. 
The property own- 


ers, however, recognize the value of the 
suggestion and will build the esplanade 
from Second to Third. 
The contract 


for street paving there is for the streets 
only find docs not include the big 
market space in tho center of the street.
